‘Water Board’s Stand 


Mr. Dean, Mr. O’Connell and Dr. Kim-- 
ball also constitute the town water 
board. Mr. O’Connell is the only ore 
of the board who stands for metropoli- 
tan water. “It is not a~question of a 
few dollars on the rates,” he declared 
today. 

“The reason I oppose Crystal lake is 
because I know it. has reached the 
capacity of its yield. The townspeople 
have seen this fact for themselves in 
the low level of the lake for several 
years. When a body of water like 
Crystal lake goes to a low level, we are 
bound to have trouble. [I am not taking 
the position, however, that something 
alarming is going to happen. I take my 
stand largely because the town has out- 
grown the jake. We must look into the 
futie, and if it is a question of the 
two lakes and filtration or metropolitan 
water, I prefer metropolitan water. 

“To establish a slow sand filtration 
plant and equipment and connect with 
Quannapowitt will cost us $57,000. To 
enter the metropolitan system Jan. 1 
will cost but $66,500. A new 20-inch 
main to the Stoneham line will add $16,- 

000 to the metropolitan expense, but we 

should not figure that in too closely, for 
this main must be laid soon anyway, no 
matter what course we pursue. Costs of 
filtration plants are invariably more 
_ than the first estimates, and additions 
and increased cost of maintenance come 
with growth of population. In the case 
of metropolitan water, we know to a 
dollar what it will be.” 

“Shall we continue to longer tolerate 
Crystal lake water, when we fortunately 
lie within the metropolitan zone and may 
have good and safe water by so vot- 
ing?” Dr. Richard Dutton sums up the 
situation: “The real reason for the pres- 
ent discussion lies in the need of more, 
better and safer water. I think tat the 
opinions of experts and the analyses are 
sufficient proof that both of our lakes 
lie in a zone that presents danger to the 
purity of the supply and in which condi- 
tions cannot improve.” 


Supports Filter Idea’ 


Thomas E. Dwyer, who with Repre- 
sentative Dean favors the filtration plan, 
says: “As a member of the special 
water committee, I favor use of Quan- 
napowitt lake and the establishment of 
a filtration plant. Regarding the two 
_types of filters—slow sand and mechan- 
ical—over 90 per cent of the filters be- 
ing installed today in the United States | 
are of the mechanical system.

TIBET’S NEW POSTAGE SFAMP 

In: anticipation of the return of the 
Dalai Lama to Lhasa, a new postage 
stamp has been prepared, writes a London 
contributor to the Monitor. For color 
the stamp is a ruddy purple, and it 
very crudely printed. The design has 
obviously been copied from the one anna 
Edwardian stamp of India.

They are given by some authority, such 
as the nurse or the kindergartener. Talks 
are given on the care of the teeth, on 
cleanliness and sanitation, Patterns for 
suitable garments for children, are dis- 
tributed and instructions are given for 
making the baby a comfortable bed out 
of a basket. This latter is not strictly 
for kindergarten children, but most of 
the mothers have babies, so the lessons 
meet a need, and whatever tends to the 
betterment of home conditions benefits 
all who come within the radius of them.

Practical problems in the government 
of the child are discussed. Such a one 
is “What shall we do with an angry 
child; punish him immediately, or wait?” 
“What shall we do with a child who is 
afraid of the dark?” “What are punish- 
ments for? Why do we punish!” At 
such times the kindergartner endeavors 
to make clear that punishment must not 
be an arbitrary result of indignation, 
but thought out carefully for the better- 
ment of the child.

is entitled to like you,” asserted 
William MeAndrew of New York city in 
a talk to the Massachusetts Teachers 
Association at its sixty-eighth annual 
meeting yesterday afternoon. 

Mr, MeAndrew is principal of Wash- 
ington Irving high school in New York, 
where he has made a national reputation 
tor himself by his methods. He is far 
removed from the type of the school 
teacher of tradition. He believes in 
laughter in school—-a cultivation of the 
humorous sense—and declared the worst 
thing the Pilgrim fathers ever did for 
this country was to exclude everything 
bright, funny and cheerful. The only 
criticism he ever heard of.a Massachu- 
setts teacher was an over-surplus of 
dignity. It was the duty of the teacher, 
he said, to make himself likable by. the 
child. The first essential of a successful 
teacher, he declared, is to love his work. 

“Educational Faith” furnished the 
subject of an address by Prof. H. H. 
Horne of New York University. While 
education is far from being what it 
might be, Professor Horne pointed out 
the great things that had been accom- 
plished through education, as by Bur- 
bank with his marvelous experiments 
in vegetation, and others, showing what 
can be done by means of education and 
spurring the world to greater effort in 
this direction. 

Dr. Charles W. Eliot, president emeri- 
tus of Harvard University, delivered the 
important address ef the day. His sub- 
ject was the tendency to the concrete and 
practical in modern education. This has 
been a factor for only the last 100 years, 
and it was to this he attributed the for- 
ward strides that have been made by the 
civilized world in that time. This has 
come to be known as the inductive 
method. It proceeds from g study of the 
concrete and practical. It gives nothing 
to speculation but seeks the fact always, 
and from the fact infers the next step. 
Out of this has grown all modern things. 
It is by no means mechanical. 

“We are treading,” Dr. Eliot said, 
“upon the threshold of the greatest field 
for the human imagination.” Sometimes, 
he thinks, America has had more to 
do with the development of the world 
in the last 20 years than any one knows, 
and that it is due to the influence of 
Ralph Waldo Emerson. It was to a 
lack of this inductive method, and an 
adherence to the literary, historical and 
philosophical that he attributed China’s 
backward condition, being in almost the 
same condition now that she was 5000 
vears ago. The men who are trying to 
rehabilitate her, he said, are young men 
who have been educated to the concrete

BUSINEss conditions throughout the United 
States and abroad have not changed very 
much in the past week or so. Sentiment is 
decidedly optimistic in the United States and 
what little halting tendency there may be in 
some lines and phases of business 1s due more 
to doubts as to what may happen than to logt- 
cal deductions from all present outward indi- 
| | cations and usual criterions. About the only 
ei § ~ factors to which business is paving more than 
a casual attention continue to be the possible effects of a revision ot 
the tariff by the Democratic party and the situation in the Balkans. 
In regard to the troubles in the near east the tendency is to mininize 
the seriousness of possible complications, although not unduly so; as 
to what new schedules of duties will subsequently go into effect the 
feeling among a large majority of business interests seems to disclose 
a disposition not to cross the bridge until it is reached. There 1s 
little doubt that big financial and business interests are concerned 
over the foreign situation. However, very little reliance 1s placed 
on much of the foreign advice, and international bankers have faith 
that the differences will be adjusted without much difficulty. 

The strength in money is,temporarily an adverse feature. Call 
money, for instance, defhanded an interest rate of 20 per cent in 
New York Friday, the highest for a long time; but money 1s. high 
lecause business is quick and commodity prices high. Calling of 
loans by New York and interior banks in anticipation of responding 
to the coming call of the controller of the currency for statements ot 
their conditions and the present restrictions on foreign gold imports 
on account of the Balkan war are other factors making for tighter 
money. These, however, are onl temporary factors. 

A canvass to ascertain the general business situation throughout 
the country just completed by the United States Mortgage & Trust 
Company of New York netted a summary of results as follows: Uni- 
versal favorable crop reports, with the exception of cotton in Georgia ; 
a much to be desired modification of real estate speculation; apparent 
general satisfaction with the election; and opinions that fundamental 
conditions are sound and that, barring extremely radical tariff 
changes, there will be a continuance of present prosperous Conditions 
and a new era of general development.

It may be doubted whether, outside the field of commercial 
operations, one is given at all a proper opportunity to develop and 
expand those talents that it is a patent duty to society and to one’s 
self to expand and develop. After all, it is a ticklish business to 
regulate men’s lives by what neither pleases nor knows them. ‘The 
taste for free @ shared even by the educated.

It is probable that President Madero does nof 
understand the inovement thoroughly, as indeed it is doubtful 1f any 
one can lay claim to that; it is one of those problems which were 
kept down by the Diaz regime because there was no ipimediate solu- 
tion in sight nor even a reasonably remote one: It i not certain that 
it has anything to do with democracy or with the. white man’s ideas 
of reform and administration. So far from restricting the press, 
President Madero may well use the whole power of the press to eluci- 
date that great problem. _ |
